Wants 600 Million 
Pounds Minimum 

New Agreement with Britain 

Increases Required Minimum 

And Price Over .Last Year 

L nder the new toacon agreement 
with Britain, the top price of Grade 
A No. 1 sizeable Wiltshires will be 
$19.90 per 100 pounds at the Cana¬ 
dian seaboard. 

The price was $19.60 under he 
1940-41 agreement, and under the old 
agreement the call was for 425,600,000 
pounds. 

The new agreement calls for not 
less than 600,000,000 pounds of Cana¬ 
dian bacon in the next 12 months. 

The new rates, the board said, will 
oe effective for the product of hogs 
purchased on and after Oct. 13. in¬ 
sides the increase in price payable at 
seaboard fro grade A No. 1 sizeable 
Wiltshires, there are proportionate 
price boosts on other grades, weights 
and selections ranging downward to 
$16.70 for B-3, 70 to 80-pound Wilt¬ 
shires. 

Under the new contract, the United 
Kingdom government pays the full 
purchase prices. 

"The new "price schedule provides 
for the payment of the full amount 
received from the British ministry of 
food, less a small deduction to cover 
storage charges on products stored 
during the period of heaviest hog runs 
to even up shipments later on,” the 
board statement said. “Furthermore, 
it is expected that these prices will 
apply over the full contract period.” 

At the start of the 1940-41 agree¬ 
ment the price for A-l sizeable Wilt¬ 
shire sides was $16.10 but during the 
contract year four price increases to¬ 
talling $3.50 were grjuited, of which 
$1 was paid by the British Ministry 
of Food and $2.60 by the Dominion 
government. 

Home Consumers Curtail 
“It should be remembered that Bri¬ 
tain wants 600,000,000 pounds as a 
minimum amount in 1941-42 and will 
welcome whatever additional quantity 
Canada can spare,” the board suid. 
‘Consumers are being requested to 
continue to curtail quantities of bacon 
hams and other pork products pur¬ 
chased to the minimum so as to make 
available greater quantities for ex¬ 
port to Britain.*’ 

Financial authorities said that in 
the bacon agreement as in other ar¬ 
rangements for purchases by Britain 
in Canada, the Dominion treasury- 
gives assistance if necessary due to 
a shortage of Canadian dollars in Bri¬ 
tain. This means that while the cash 
involved in the transaction may not 
cross the Atlantic immediately, the 
amounts required for payment art- 
made available at once—if necessary 
by the Canadian government.

When peace comes to be made, who outside of Germany 
is going to suggest that it be not vengeful but humanitar¬ 
ian? How can Germans themselves hope to escape the 
wrath of Poles, Norwegians, Greeks;'Yugoslavs, Belgians, 
and Dutch whose fathers or sons are being shot because the 
authorities cannot And the offenders?

a very fine thing if organizations of this 
* town would combine to remember local soldiers ov¬ 
erseas with Christmas parcels. This was done last year, 
and there was no doubt of the appreciation 6f the recip¬ 
ients. In the course of the past year a great many men 
of High River and distrietbave gone to England, so the' 
requirements would be greatly multiplied. 

It is probable that country districts are planning to 
look after men from their own particular area, and no 
doubt tq£«i lodges and churches are also looking after 
their own. But there must still be quite a number from 
the town alone, who had neither lodge and church affil¬ 
iations before neglected. The same situation may be 
true in the country also, and names overlooked because 
the young men were not well known. 

One method of making sure that no person from High 
River or district is forgotten at Christmas would be to 
get in touch with outlying organizations planning to 
send boxes. It would be advisable also to contact town 
organizations and get a complete list of all to whom 
parcels are being sent. By learning the ones who are 
sure to be remembered, the full list of men overseas 
could then be checked. The remainder would then be the 
special concern of some community group. 

The purchase of suitable articles and the postage costs 
might place too heavy a charge on any one organization. 
But if one group took the lead, there is no doubt that 
contributions would be forthcoming, both from the gen¬ 
eral public, and other organizations. 

The deadline for sending overseas parcels is Nov. 10, 
so what is to be done should be got under way. 

There are those who feel it would be a very fine thing 
if the town could remember all our enlisted men, wheth¬ 
er abroad or at home. But this might be rather a stu¬ 
pendous undertaking, to fall on one small body. There 
is also the possibility that many of the boys still in Can¬ 
ada would get Christmas or New Year’s home leave. 

But the men overseas really need the little gifts of 
food at any time, and particularly at the Christmas sea¬ 
son. This is a little gesture of lemembrance and thought 
fulness which cannot be neglected, not without shame to 
ourselves. There should be no “forgotten men,” during 
the Christmas season.

AN editorial from “Wings Over Britain,” appears 
in the publication of the S.F.T.S. at Claresholm of 
which the editor-in-chief is Squadron I reader Carter.

“A newcomer to a little town approached one of the 
town’s wise old men. ‘What kind of a place is it here, 
what are the people like?’

The newcomer answered ‘You 
never saw such a place in your life. It was miserable, 
and the people were rotten, suspicious hypocrites.’ The 
wise old man then made answer, ‘Well this is just the 
same kind of town and the same kind of people too.’ 

“A short time later another newcomer approached the 
wise old man. He asked the same question ‘What kind 
of place is it here?’ When the old man asked him about 
the place where he hailed from, he replied ‘It was a dan¬ 
dy place with friendly, homey people. They were the 
salt of the earth.’ And the comment of the old man was 
‘My friend, you’ll find the same kind of place here and 
the same kind of folk.’ » 

There is real-truth in this little story, and the old 
truism that “the world is what you make it” has a sound 
kernel. Those who find one place unpleasant, peopled 
by unfriendly citizens, are very apt to find the next 
town no better.

Freight Cars No Longer Dis¬ 
tributed According to Capac¬ 
ity Wheat Elevators 

Coincident with the Canadian 
Wheat Board increasing delivery quo¬ 
tas to eight bushels per acre, grain 
companies in Calgary, and presume 
ably all the west were notified that the 
car Cycle method of allocating ship¬ 
ping space has been cancelled. 

This means that freigrt cars will no 
longer be distributed according to the 
capacity of country elevators. Under 
the “cycle” system elevators with the 
largest space secured the most cars. 

Presumably the cancellation means 
return of the car order booking as 
stipulated in the Canada Grain Act. 
Under this plan station agents keep 
a record of cars ordered by elevators. 
These are distributed in order of pri¬ 
ority. Each agent cannot have more 
than two orders on the list, conse¬
